According to State Rep. Alex Pilch (D-32nd), his proposed 
bill to allow Peoples Community Hospital authority (PCHA) 
members to resign does only one thing - gives the voters their 
democratic right to cast a ballot on a matter which affects

Dearborn Heights Mayor John Canfield argued that his 
community should not be forced to pay the $106,000 it is 
currently assessed annually just because of a pact made 
back in 1945. He said he felt the people should be allowed the 
determine whether or not they want remain in the authority. 

“It’s not far that 10,000 people way back when can deter¬ 
mine the future of a city,” he said, contending that the 
$106,000 “would put five policemen on the streets. Canfield 
said he wasn’t even sure the city would want to pull out of the 
PCHA, but pointed out that if it did happen, Dearborn 
Heights would still be required to pay past debts it is already 
committed to pay. 

Dearborn Heights Councilman Earl Caldwell presented 
statistics stating that for the first 11 months of the 1967-68 
fiscal year, his city has 859 in-patient admissions, or 1.07 per 
cent of the 1970 population, compared to Garden City’s 3.06 
per cent, Westland’s 3.3 per cent, Inkster’s 4.97 per cent and 
Wayne’s 7.9 per cent. 

He said that although tne city's pooulation has increased by 
about 25 per cent in the last six years and its assessment to 
the PCHA almost doubled, Dearborn Heights citizens did not 
use the PCHA hospitals any more in 1967 than they did in 
1965. 


The hearing, chaired by State Sen. William D. Faust (D- 
Westland), heard Dearborn Heights representatives argue 
for the bill, while PCHA officials and members of two other 
hospital authorities represented their sides opposing the 
measure. Also attending the hearing besides Pilch and Faust 
were State Sen. David Plawecki (D-12th) and State Sen. 
Arthur Cartwright (D-5th). 

The hearing was conducted under the auspices of the 
Senate’s Municipalities and Elections Code Committee, 
which will listen to tapes of the hearing and come up with a 
recommendation for the bill to take to the entire Senate body. 

The House has already passed the bill, which would allov 


she said. In answer to Pilch, Mrs. Barnes said she did not 
know how she would vote if a member requested withdrawal, 
adding she would have to juqge it on the individual merits. 

Rev. Kurt Heidmann, Wiayne councilman and PCHA 
representative, charged that the bill allowed communities to 
be relieved of their responsibilities while at the same time

still letting them make use of 
all the privileges of member communities. 

Donald Pizzimenti, PCHA chairman, admitted he felt the 
authority “hasn’t met the needs of Dearborn Heights as 
effectively as other communities,” but pointed out the new 
Taylor facility would be located ^near Dearborn Heights, 
hopefully giving that city more use than it is currently 
receiving from the authority. 

Pizzimenti outlined the four major reasons the PCHA is 
opposed to the bill. He said the were: 

1 . Discrimination 8 The bill only applied to hospital 
authorities with more than 20 members and the PCHA is the 
only one with that many. 

2 . The bill was undemocratic, since it denies other member 
communities of the right to vote on a withdrawal, a right they 
exercise when a request to join is made. 

3. The present law allows a members to withdraw already 
(with the authority’s two-thirds approval). 

4 . The bill affects the stability of all authorities, since, if a 
principle is established pertaining to hospital authorities, all 
other authorities such as sewer, water, port operations and 
recreation, could also be jeopardized. 

Rep. Pilch maintained that the bill is no way changes 
anything, but merely gives the people the right to have a 
voice in their own affairs. He said that fears of a mass exodus 
from the authority were unfounded, since no one could recall 
a community ever requesting to withdraw. 

Although no community ever has applied to withdraw, 
Mayor Canfield said Friday Dearborn Heights has not taken 
such action because the city feels it would be a futile effort. 
Canfield also said he was not entirely sure he wanted the city 
to withdraw. 

“It’s surprising to me that there’s so much resistance to 
letting people vote on an issue - there’s too much movement 
to remove that voice,” Pilch stated. 

Pilch charged that hospital authority officials have “ob¬ 
jected to every single loosening of the noose’ ’ in the five 
years in which bills to allow withdrawal have been around. 

Pilch contended that the authority “must be pretty shaky if 
the withdrawl of one member would jeopardize it.” 

Sen. Cartwright, however, said that before he would ap¬ 
prove the bill, someone would have to “show me the health 
care of these people is not going to be impaired” by with¬ 
drawing.

Thursday’s House action 
moved the stadium closer 
toward being a reality, since 
the bill will supply about $2.5 
million for the Detroit 
stadium. Another $800,000 will 
go toward another proposed 
stadium 30 miles away in 
Oakland County. 

The bill, which barely made 
it through the House, 
increases the track 
percentage of thoroughbred 
horse race betting to raise a 
$3.3 million fund for state 
support of stadium 
development.

According to Caldwell, residents most often went to Oak- 
wood, mount Carmel and Garden City Osteopathic hospitals.

Dearborn Heights Councilman Leo Foran, however, ex¬ 
pressed doubts on whether or not Dearborn Heights would be 
better off withdrawing, questioning what would happen to the 
nearly $2.5 million the city has already paid to the PCHA over 
the past six years. 

Opposing the bill was Horace Adams, secretary of the 
Lakeview Hospital Authority. Adams contended that there 
was nothing wrong with the present method of allowing 
members to withdraw, which requires two-thirds approval of 
authority members before a community can leave. 

He pointed out that although the PCHA is the only authority 
out of the state’s eight which has more than 20 members, it 
could be “no time at all before someone will take off all the 
limitations,” thereby allowing members of any sized 
authority to withdraw. 

He charged that withdrawl of members could “perilize 
whatever service we’re now rendering.” 

Councilman Mrs. Justine Barnes of Westland, a PCHA 
representative, said she felt “anything to jeopardize a

James L. Krause, 32, former 
HuronTownship treasurerwho 
was convicted by a jury of 
charges of embezzling town¬ 
ship funds, has been granted 
a court appointed lawyer to 
represent him on his appeal. 

Wayne County Circuit Judge 
Edward S. Piggins last Friday 
appointed Paul Kasper of 
Birmingham to represent 
Krause. Kasper was Krause’s 
trial lawyer. 

The former township 
treasurer was charged with the 
embezzlement of 
approximately $ 6,000 in 
township funds. Krause, now a 
life insurance agent, was 
found guilty by a jury before 


Judge Piggins on July 15. He is 
out on a personal bond pending 
the results of the appeal. 

Krause was specifically 
accused of embezzling 
$5,789.29 from the township’s 
general fund in 1970 by 
shifting money from the 
general fund to the sewer 
receiving fund and then 
allegedly using the money 
from that account for his own 
personal use. 

The funds Krause was 
accused of placing in the 
sewer receiving account came 
from the State of Michigan 
and represented quarterly 
rebate on state income tax 
collections to the township.

Speaking of schools 


What do school district nurses do?

In our opinion 


Most PCHA directors 
attend most meetings 


With few exceptions, the 16 area 
representatives to the Peoples Community 
Hospital Authority (PCHA) board of directors 
can be held in high esteem for their devotion 
to duty. 

However, when that duty is the 
responsibility for running a nearly $35 million 
quasi-public operation — which the PCHA is 
— such devotion isn’t just praiseworthy, it’s 
demanded. 

Following up on our published six-part 
questionnaire of a few weeks ago — 15 of 46 
PCHA board members have responded — we 
decided to take a look at attendance records 
of board members at regular and special 
board meetings. 

We have found that, since Nov. 20,1969, four 
of the representatives from areas served by 
The Daily Eagle and Associated Newspapers, 
Inc. have perfect records. They include Ken 
Murray of Westland, who has attended all 31 
meetings during that time; Rev. Kurt 
Heidmann of Wayne, who has an 11-for-ll 
record since joining the board; Rev. Daniel 
Richert of Huron Township (9-for-9), and 
Patricia Cullin of Van Buren Township (8-for- 
8 ). 

Here is an alphabetical listing of the 10 
other area representatives who have 
satisfactory attendance records since 
November, 1969: 

Justine Barns, Westland, 24 of 31 meetings; 
James J. Collerand, Inkster, 8 of 9 meetings; 
Edward R. Dudek, member-at-large from 
Inkster, 19 of 29 meetings; Dale D. Hoover, 
Westland, 20 of 25 meetings; Hiram 
McNeeley, Inkster, 29of 31 meetings; Carl W. 
Morris, Romulus, 7 of 9 meetings; Patrick J. 


Norton, Wayne, 27 of 31 meetings; John L. 
O’Brien, member-at-large from Wayne, 28 of 
31 meetings; Rev. R. Robert Rives, Garden 
City, 24 of 31 meetings, and Robert S. Wildish, 
Garden City, 26 of 31 meetings. 

It can be noted from the above figures that 
none of the area representatives mentioned so 
far have attended fewer than two-thirds of the 
PCHA board meetings. 

We feel that it is difficult for a director, 
having any less of an attendance record, to 
serve his constituents’ interests properly. 
Which is why we have to question the 
attendance records of Elmer Parraghi of 
Sumpter (4 of 9meetings) and Terry Troutt of 
Romulus (3 of 31 meetings). 

In Troutt’s case, we feel the City of 
Romulus, whose tax assessment to PCHA was 
$53,507.83, is being cheated to such an extent 
that the Romulus City Council should either 
demand that he start attending meetings on a 
regular basis or remove him from the board. 

In addition to the Romulus assessment, 
area communities are taxed at the following; 
amounts, based on .4 mill, for PCHA during 
1971: 

Cities of Garden City, $45,550.11; Inkster, 
$37,967.12; Wayne, $45,924.60, and Westland,- 
$107,321.29. 

Townships of Huron, $11,988.75; Sumpter, 
$11,113.96, and Van Buren, $23,206.92. 

We believe the assessments, in addition to 
the patients’ costs, are investments that 
deserve proper representation from our area 
members of the board of directors and that 
can be done only if local representatives are 
concerned enough to attend board meetings. 


The school health program has as its major goal, 
emphasis on the preventive aspect of illness or 
defects and follow-up of treatments or corrections 
of those health problems discovered through 
various programs and referrals. 

Briefly, we will review some of the activities and 
facts about our school district and health services. 

Did you know that the size of Van Buren Public 
School District is 58 square miles? 

Did you know that it contains eight elementary, 
two junior high, one high school, and one elemen¬ 
tary parochial school, with a total enrollment of 
8,150 students? 

Did you know that two school nurses provide 
health services to the elementary schools twice 
weekly? Junior high two or three times weekly? 
And the high school daily? 

Did you Imow that the enrollment in October, 1967, 
was 6,663? And in October, 1971 it was 8,150? This is 
an increase of 1,487 pupils with the same nursing 
personnel. 

Did you know that the school nurses are the 
liaison persons between school, family, physician 
and other agencies to promote better understanding 
of the health needs or problems? 


Did you know that pupils in grades kindergarten, 
1,3,5,7,9 and 10 have a vision screening every year? 
Did you know that last school year 3,479 students 
had vision tests? Of these, 268 were referred for 
further examination. Did you know that the nurses 
are responsible for the follow-up of these students? 
Parents are contacted by phone or home visit. The 
service clubs assist if financial help is needed. 

Did you know that pupils in grades kindergarten, 
1,2, and 4 have a hearing test every year? Did you 
know that last year 2,231 pupils were tested? 

Did you know that 48 had hearing losses severe 
enough to require further examination by an ear 
specialist? Did you know that in cooperation with 
Wayne County Health Department these children 
were seen at a hearing clinic? They were ac¬ 
companied by their parents who had an opportunity 
to observe the examination and to discuss the 
hearing loss with the doctor. The nurses have 
completed the necessaty follow-up on these 
students. 

Did you know that this year - Dec. 3, 1971 - there 
were 58 students referred to the hearing clinic at 
Haggerty Elementarv School?

One of the most important 
bills signed into law this fall 
was the one that reduces the 
blood alcohol intoxication 
presumption level in drunk 
driving cases from .15 to .10 
per cent. 

This was one of a number of 
bills just signed by the 
Governor. It attempts to deal 
with twin problems of alcohol 
and traffic safety. Hopefully, 
it will get more drinking 
drivers off the road and 
reduce the traffic toll of 
alcohol-related deaths and 
injuries. 

Although Michigan has 
improved its traffic record in 
the last few years, annual 
fatalities still exceed 2,000 
lives. More than half of that 
number are alcohol-related. 

The Blood-alcohol test is 
related to Michigan’s 
implied consent law. This 
law says in effect that 
when a person is issued a 
driver’s license and uses a 
motor vehicle he 
automatically agrees to take a 
chemical test to determine his 
sobriety if he is arrested and 
charged with being under the 
influence while driving. If the 
motorist refuses to take the 
test, he faces loss of his 
driver’s license. 

The test determines the 
amount of alcohol in a 
person’s blood stream. The 
least inconvenient and 
troublesome test is the breath 
test used in Michigan. It is 
administered by having the 
driver blow into a device ailed 
a breathalyzer, which 
determines the amount of 
alcohol in his blood. 

Under the old law, if the 
blood alcohol content was .15 
per cent or more the driver 
was presumed to be under the

influence. A level of .10 to .15 
percent was a presumption of 
impaired driving ability, 
which is a lesser offense. The 
new statute lo lowers the 
drunk driving level to .10 per 
cent and the impaired driving 
level to anywhere between .07 
and .10 per cent. 

A series of other new laws 
are aimed at better collection 
and use of child support 
payments. Hopefully, they 
will mean a savings in tax 
dollars for public child 
support payments. 

Two of the bills transmit to 
the Department of Social 
Services the amount of 
support ordered by the court 
in both divorce and 
illegitimate birth cases when 
the parent is receiving public 
assistance for the child. The 
laws are designed to provide a 
more stable income for the 
recipients, create a more 
systematic budgeting 
procedure and reduce 
instances of unreported 
income. A large number of 
Michigan counties already use 
this system. 

One of the other related bills 
creates an Office of Central 
Registry within the 
Department of Social Services 
for the identification and 
location of absent parents, to 


enforce their liability for the 
support of their children and 
to obtain information from 
other departments. 

Another in this series gives 
the Department of Social 
Services authority to initiate 
court action for support on 
behalf of children receiving 
aid to dependent children 
(ADC) payments. Aid 
recipients cannot be required 
to initiate support actions but 
under this law, the 
department will be able to 
require legally responsible 
relatives of sufficient means 
tto make appropriate 
contributions to the support of 
children. 

One other new public act 
protects teachers who give 
pupils medicine. It provides 
that a teacher or school 
administrator cannot be held 
liable in a criminal action or 
civil lawsuit for administering 
medication to a student, 
except of gross negligence or 
willful misconduct. However, 
the medication must be 
administered with the written 
permission of the parent or 
guardian, it must be done in 
compliance with a 
physicians’s instructions and 
done in the presence of 
another adult. 

Still another new law 
permits verdicts to be issued 
in a municipal court civil case 
if five of the six jurors agree, 
instead of requiring 
unanimous agreement. This 
act becomes effective Jan. 1. 

Awaiting the signature of 
the governor after its 
overwhelming approval in 
both the House and Senate is a 
bill which would require all 
school districts to provide 
educational programs and 
services for handicapped 
children.

Extensions are available 
for income tax payments 


Taxpayers will be granted 
an automatic two-month 
extension of time to file their 
individual income tax return 
forms if they make a tentative 
estimate of their tax for the 
year and pay an estimated 
balance due when requesting 
the extension, IRS 
Commissioner Johnnie M. 
Walters recently said. 

Speaking to the American 
Institute of Certified Public 
Accountants, Walters said 
that regulations now being 
drafted on the automatic 
extension of time for filing will 
be a “milestone ,i.n tax- 
administration.” 


Walters pointed out that 
even with an extension of time 
for filing, existing law 
provides that any unpaid tax 
due will bear interest at 6 per 
cent from the original due 
date of the return. 

While a late payment 
penalty also will apply unless 
there is reasonable cause, 
Walters said the IRS will 
presume reasonable cause if 
the actual balance due on the 
tax return does not exceed 10 
per cent of the amount shown 
as total tax on the tax return, 
and if the balance due is 
'-.emitted with the'return. 

' Over 50 ( per* c&nt * of 


individual income tax returns 
are prepared by someone other 
than the taxpayer, according 
to Walters, who praised 
professionally trained ethical 
preparers who contribute to 
the system by producing high- 
quality tax returns. 

Walters said that the IRS is 
taking steps to eliminate 
abuses by unethical tax return 
preparers - those involved in 
sensational or misleading 
advertising, those who hold 
out false promises and hopes 
to the unsophisticated 
taxpayer, and those who 
misuse inferp^i^-j)row * * ' 
elicits. \

Over four million bushels of 
grain storage space has beer 
made available to Michigan 
farmers this year, announced 
Nick Smith, chairman of the 
Michigan State Agricultural 
Stabilization and 
Conservation Committee. 

This space has been made 
available through a bin rental 
program at 17 bin sites in 12 
counties to help store a 
bumper corn crop, he said. 
The record crop, low market 
prices and the recent dock 
strike have caused a shortage 
of grain storage in many areas 
of the state, Smith noted.

Under the rental program, 
farmers and warehousemen 
may rent empty bins at the 
various bin sites at a rate of 
one cent per bushel per month. 
Farmers and warehousemen 
have'^ken advantage of the 
rental program, Smith stated, 
and have rented more than 
one million bushels of storage 
from CCC a>bin sites. 

Storage space is still 
available at nearly all of the 
bin sites and farmers 
interested in renting bins at 
bin sites should contact their 
local county ASCS office, he 
said. 

Another program which has 
provided farmers with 
conditioning, storage 
and handling of a record 119 
million bushel corn crop this 
year is the Farm Storage 
Facility Loan Program, Smith 
noted. 

Under this program, ASCS 
has assisted farmers in the 
purchase and installation of 
storage and drying equipment 
on the farm by loaning up to 85 
per cent of the cost of the 


facilities at 6 per cent interest 
rate. These loans are for five 
years and payable in four 
equal installments, Smith 
advised. 

Since July 1, farmers have 
built over 1,500,000 bushels of 
storage, including 70,000 
bushels of wet corn storage 
and have installed over 100 
dryers and storage-dryer 
combinations, he said. 

Smith estimated that over 
three million bushels of 
storage would be built on the 
farm by Jan. 1, 1972, under 
provisions of the Farm 
Storage Facility Loan 
Program. 

The Farm Storage Facility 
Loan Program and the Bin 
Rental Program benefit both 
farmers and consumers by 
helping to provide a more 
orderly movement of grain 
from farmto market, 
6ablishing prices to both 
farmer and consumers and 
maintaining a reasonable 
balance between supply and 
demand, Smith stated.

In accordance with the

ROMULUS CITY ORDINANCE NO. 71-59 




NARCOTIC AND DANGEROUS SUBSTANCES 

An ordinance to provide for the control of Narcotic and 
dangerous drugs; to control paraphernalia and to provide 
for penalties for violation thereof: 

The City of Romulus ordains: 

Short Title: Narcotics Ordinance 

SECTION 1. UNLAWFUL POSSESSION OR USE OF 

DRUGS 

It shall be unlawful for any person to possess, have 
under his control, dispe* j>e, give away, or use any opium 
or itscommonderivatives, heroin, codeine, morphine,coca 
leaves or their common derivatives, cocaine, methadone 
cannabis, commonly known as marijuana, baraituric acid 
or any of its salts, d-lysergic acid diethylamide, peyote, 
mescaline and its salts, dimethyltrypatmine, silcoyn, 
psilocybin, ampetamine or methamphetamine or their 
salts or derivatives, or any other derivative salt, corn- 
preparation or mixture of any one or more of the 
aforementioned drugs, or any Narcotic or hypnotic drug 
as defined in Act 343 of Public Acts of Michigan of 1937 as 
amended by Act 204 of Public Acts of Michigan 1943 and 
Act 266 of Public Acts of Michigan, 1952, for the use of such 
person or any other person, except as hereinafter 
provided. 

SECTION 2. UNLAWFUL USE OR GIVING AWAY OF 
HYPNOTIC SUBSTANCES 

It shall be unlawful for any person to use or to give away 
or dispense to any other person for use, any chemical 
compound, vapor, container of gaseous material, or other 
substance, solid or liquid or otherwise, which is capable of 
and is used, given away or dispensed for the purpose of 
producing any hypnotic, hallucinogenic, illusory or in¬ 
toxicated condition, by inhalation or subcutaneous in¬ 
jection or intracutaneous injection, except as allowed by 
law hereinafter provided. 

SECTION 3. UNLAWFUL POSSESSION OR CONTROL 
OF PARAPHERNALIA 

It shall be unlawful for any person to possess or have 
under their control any hypodermic syringe or needle or 
any other instrument or implement or paraphernalia 
adapted for the use of narcotic drugs by inhalation, sub¬ 
cutaneous injection or intracutaneous injection or any 
other manner or method of introduction into the human 
body and which is possessed or under his control for that 
purpose unless such possession is for a lawful medical 
purpose and such person has in his possession a certificate 
of a licensed medical doctor or osteopathic physician 
prescribing the use of such syringe, needle or other in¬ 
strument or implement for a lawful medical purpose and 
issued within the period of one (1) year of such possession, 
except as hereinafter provided. 

SECTION 4. UNLAWFUL FURNISHING 

It shall be unlawful for any person to furnish, supply, or 
give away any empty gelatin capsule, hypodermic 
syringe, needle or any other instrument or implement 
adapted for the use of introducing into the human body by 
injection, inhalation or swallowing, of any substance 
defined in Section 1 of this Ordinance, to any person who 
does not have legitimate need for such Substance as 
provided by Sections 7 and 8. 

A) For the purpose of this section, a “non-legitimate 
need” user of such substance shall be any person who uses 
such substance for the purpose of obtaining a hypnotic, 
hallucinogenic, illusory or intoxicated condition without 
legitimate medical need for such substance. 

SECTION 5. UNLAWFUL OBTAINING 
It shall be unlawful for any person, by fraud, deceit, 
misrepresentation, subterfuge, concealment of a material 
fact, or by the use of a false name or address, or false or 
forged prescription or other document, to obtain, pur¬ 
chase or receive, any of the substances orftems, the 
possession or control or use of which is prohibited in 
Sections 1, 2, or 3 of this ordinance. 

SECTION 6. UNLAWFUL LOITERING OR OCCUPYING 

It shall be unlawful for any person to knowingly loiter, 


frequent, or occupy, live in any building, apartment, 
store, automobile or other place of whatsoever description 
where any substance defined in Sec. 1 or 2, or any item 
prohibited by Sec. 3 of 4his ordinance is possessed, used, 
dispensed, furnished % given away contrary to the 
provisions of this ordinance. 

SECTION 7. EXCEPTION, LAWFUL PRESCRIPTION 
OR FURNISHING 

Nothing in this ordinance shall be construed to prohibit 
any medical doctor, osteopathic physician, dentist, 
veterinarian, pharmacist, nurse, medical technician, 
technologist, hospital clinical laboratory or any person 
firm or corporation, duly authorized by law and licensed 
by any governmental agency for such purposes, to 
prescribe, furnish, dispense, possess, sell, give away to, 
or use on any other person any substance, instrument or 
item otherwise prohibited by this ordinance, in the normal 
legal course of their respective businss or profession for 
the purpose of legitimate medical treatment of such other 
person. 

SECTION 8. EXCEPTION, LAWFUL POSSESSION OR 
USE 

Nothing in this ordinance shall be construed to prohibit 
the possession or use of any substance or instrument 
otherwise prohibited when such possession is prescribed, 
furnished, dispensed or otherwise distributed in ac¬ 
cordance with law, and is for the legitimate medical 
treatment of such possessor or user, provided such sub¬ 
stance is contained in the original package in which it was 
prescribed, furnished or dispensed, and is clearly labeled 
for the use of such possessor, or to persons suffering from 
diabetes, asthma or any other legitimate medical con¬ 
dition requiring self injection of the substance possessed. 
SECTION 9. VIOLATION DEEMED MISDEMEANOR, 
PENALTY THEREFOR 

Any person, persons; firm or corporation violating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance shall be guilty of a 
Misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, may be 
sentenced to not more than 90 days in jail and-or to pay a 
fine not exceeding Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars. 

At the discretion of the court the sentence for any such 
fine or imprisonment for the conviction may be suspended 
andthe convicted person may be placed on probation for a 
term not exceeding 2 years. 

SECTION 10. SEVERABILITY CLAUSE 

Should any section or provision of this Ordinance be 
held invalid, such determination shall not affect the 
validity of any other section of this Ordinance. 
SECTION 11. EFFECTIVE DATE 

This ordinance shall be effective immediately upon 
publication in a newspaper of general circulation. 
SECTION 12. 

All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict 
herewith are repealed only to the extent necessary to give 
this ordinance full force and effect.

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Doctor warns 
about influenza 


Time is running out for 
obtaining protection against 
influenza this winter, Dr. 
Norman Hayner, disease 
control officer for the state 
health department, reported. 

Epidemics of influenza due 
to the A-2 Hong Kong virus 
have been reported recently 
from eastern and western 
Europe. An insolation of this 
virus strain from a person in 
an eastern seaboard state 
suggests that virus seeding 
may be occuring already in 
this country. 

A^state health department 
survey of larger local health 
departments and universities 
this week revealed no 
evidence of influenza - like 
illness in Michigan. However, 
Dr. Hayner pointed out that 


the state is likely to 
experience moderate-sized 
outbreaks of Hong Kong A-2 
influenza this winter. These 
would primarily involve 
elementary school students 
and others who escaped the 
pandemic of 1968 and 1969. 

Dr. Hayner emphasized that 
persons with chronic heart or 
lung disease or diabetes and 
many persons over 55 yeas of 
age who contract influenza 
are at excessive risk of serious 
complications such 
as pneumonia. 

He said they should see their 
physicians now if they have 
not been vaccinated this fall. 
There probably still is time to 
get protection before exposure 
if vaccination is obtained 
promptly.

perhaps in quarters before it 
is taken up in the fingers. 
Sometimes it must be eaten 
with knife and fork. Pound 
cake may be broken and eaten 
with the fingers. If it is topped 
with ice cream or sauce, it is 
eaten with a fork and dessert 
spoon. 

As you are a traveler, you 
know that in Europe 
meticulous people eat 
anything they can eat with a 
knife and fork that way, 
rather than taking it up in the 
fingers. Certainly in this 


country, where the sandwich 
is a way of life, it may be 
taken up in the fingers unless 
as you say it is too sloppy or 
drippy. It should be taken in 
manageable sections.

vehicles has increased, so 
have the number of accidents. 

In 1968-69 there were 573 
recorded accidents, 562 
injuries and 13deaths 
attributed to snowmobiling. 

Last winter these figures shot 
to 1,935 accidents, 1,837 
injuries and 25 deaths. 

All of this brought pressure 
on the legislature to enact a 
law which would encourage 
snowmobile safety and protect 
the public from snowmobile 
nuisances. Here are some of 
the features the bill now under 
consideration has: 

Children under 12 years old 
would not be allowed to 
operate a snowmobile unless 
under the direct supervision of 
Adults or on property owned 
by their parents. No 
snowmobile driver under 12 
would be permitted to cross a 
highway or street. After Jan. 

1, 1973, those between 12 and 
15 years old could not drive 
one of the machines unless 
they are under adult 
supervision or have an 
approved snowmobile safety 
certificate. 

There are certain areas in 
which snowmobile use is 
banned or restricted. These 
include public highways, 
roads and streets, except on 
the shoulder of the road with 
the flow of traffic; within 100 
feet of a dwelling between 
midnight and 6 a.m. unless 
driven at the lowest possible 
speed; within 100 feet of a 
slide, ski or skating area, 
except for service purposes; 
in public deer hunting areas 
from 7 a.m. to 11 a.m. and 2 
p.m. to 5 p.m., except for 
emergencies, law 
enforcement purposes or to go 


The House and Senate are 
working out final details on a 
bill which would set new, 
tighter regulations on the use 
of snowmobiles. 

The proposal, which 
hopefully will become law 
before the end of this year, is 
designed to increase 
snowmobile safety and to 
reduce snowmobile 
nuisances. 

The bill was passed earlier 
this year in the House. It was 
approved this fall by the 
Senate, but with a series of 
amendments. Recently, the 
House approved the 
amendments, but added some 
it its own, thus returning the 
bill once more to the Senate. 

Snowmobiling is a fast¬ 
growing sport in Michigan and 
an enjoyable one - when the 
machines are used safely and 
with judgment. The sport has 
grown so fast over the past 
decade that Michigan laws 
governing snowmobiles have 
been outdistanced. The code 
now under consideration is an 
attempt to correct this 
situation. 

Michigan now leads all 
states in snowmobile 
registrations. Registrations 
jumped from about 67,000 in 
December 1969 to more than 
200,000 by last June. It is 
expected that registrations 
will be close to 250,000 by the 
end of this winter. 

Snowmobiles have opened 
vast reaches of Northern 
Michigan to year-around 
recreation, but have also 
proven themselves to be 
nuisances to non- 
snowmobilers. 

As the number of these snow 


into a hunting camp that 
cannot be reached by a 
conventional vehicle; on 
farmlands, farm woodlots or 
platted property without the 
permission of the owner; 
across a cemetery ; within 100 
feet of a fishing shanty unless 
driven at lowest possible 
speeed; on railroad rights of 
way; and in forest nurseries, 
planting areas or public lands 
posted as an area of forest 
reproduction. 

A snowmobile must have a 
headlight and taillight when 
used after dark. There are 
also restrictions on the 
amount of noise permitted of 
snowmobiles. 

The bill also would raise 
snowmobile registration fees 
from $5 to $9 if the application 
is submitted in the first year of 
a three-year registration 
period; from $3 to $6 if 
submitted in the second year; 
and from $2 to $5 in the third 
year. Registration is not 
required of snowmobiles 
operated on propoerty owned 
by the snowmobiler. 

This fee increase will make 
it possible to set aside $200,000 
for the construction and 
maintenance of snowmobile 
trails and $100,000 for driver 
education and training 
programs. This new law will 
not, of course, do it alone. 
There is no way that we can 
legislate judgment. It will be 
up to snowmobile drivers to 
use their own common sense. 
However, the hope is that this 
new law will reduce accidents 
and save lives, as well as» 
protect the privacy of the 
public.

Until recently Michigan’s 
usury laws were rarely 
discussed because interest 
rates did not approach the 7 
per cent maximum permitted 
by the usury law. But as 
anyone who has attempted to 
borrow money knows, the 
interest rates are now at one 
of their highest levels since 
the Civil War, Frank J. 
Kelley, state attorney general 
reported. 

Many citizens have written 
to the effect that they are 
paying in excess of 7 per cent 
on loans and cannot un¬ 
derstand why this is per¬ 
mitted. Permissible interest 
rates in this state are deter¬ 
mined by a complicated maze 
of interrelated statutes, Kelley 
explained. The permissible 
interest rate will be deter¬ 
mined by who you are, whom 
you borrow from and what you 
borrow the money for. 

For instance, if you are a 
corporation, you can pay any 
rate of interest agreed upon 
without it being usurious. If 
you are a charitbale cor¬ 
poration, you may waive the 
defense of usury without 
regard to the amount 
borrowed. 

Who you borrow from will 
determine the rate of interest 
because small loan companies 
are permitted by law to loan 
up to 1,000 with a maximum 
interest rate of 30 per cent per 
annum on the first $300 and 


15 per cent on the rest of the 
loan. However, if such a com¬ 
pany loans more than $1,000, 
then the interest on the whole 
amount will be reduced by 
the court to 7 per cent. 

Pawnbrokers are permitted 
to charge 3 per cent per month 
computed on a monthly basis, 
but they may not compound 
such loans or discount them. 

Licensed sellers of motor 
vehicles may charge from $6 
to $12 per $100 per year on a 
loan depending upon the age of 
the motor vehicle. Such loans, 
however, are at a true annual 
interest rate almost twice the 
amount specified. In other 
words, an auto financed at $6 
per $100 per year is at a true 
annual interest rate of just 
under 12 per cent- because the 
interest rate is rot paid or a 

declining balance. 


Credit unions are permitted 
to charge a maximum of 1 per 
cent per month on the unpaid 
balance, which results in a 
true annual maximum in¬ 
terest rate of 12 per cent. 

With regard to home 
mortgages, the Michigan 
usury law did not apply to 
mortgages insured by the 
FHA or guaranteed by the VA. 
Under the recent amendment 
to the law this year, the 
maximum permissible rate 
for first conventional home 
mortgages is 25 per cent until 
Dec. 31, 1973, at which time 
the rate will again be 7 per 
cent on conventional home 
mortgages, the state attorney 
general said. 

“As you can see, there are 
numerous statutes, of which l 
have referred to only a few, 


which determine the interest 
rates chargeable by various 
leaders,” Kelley said. “If you 
have any questions regarding 
interest charges on loans you 
have made, contact your 
attorney, because if usury is 
present the court may set 
aside all interest payments. 

The recently enacted 
Federal Truth-in-Lending Act 
will assist consumers in 
determining the most 
economical means of 
borrowing money, because all 
interest charged must be 
expressed in true annual 
rates. With an awareness of 
the cost of borrowing money, 
Michigan’s citizens can 
channel their loans through 
the most economical sources 
and thus encourage com¬ 
petitive lending, Kelley said.

Salisbury must testify 

PCHA okays member’s 
to halt politicking 



A motion to have the 
Peoples Community Hospital 
Authority’s (PCHA) personnel 
committee come up with a 
policy restricting hospital 
administrators from 
politicking was approved at 
the board’s December meeting. 

The move, however, hinges 
upon the motion’s designer, 
> Tracy Salisbury, outspoken 
critic of the board’s 
leadership, coming up with 
information he claims to have 
proving administrators have 
spent PCHA funds in 
politicking for board officers. 

The issue came up when 
Salisbury proposed two 
resolutions at the Thursday 
night meeting, one which 
opposed a House bill enabling 
PCHA members to withdraw 
receiving the board’s 
unanimous support. 


Salisbury said he had a 
resolution naming names and 
times when hospital 
administrators have used 
authority funds and involved 
themselves in the board’s 
political affairs. 

The member-at-large said, 
however, that he didn’t wish to 
divulge the information, a 
ploy he has used in the past. 

This time he was rebuked by 
several board members, 
including John L. O’Brien, 
member-at-large from 
Wayne, who said he had heard 
the “same old story” before 
and wanted names instead of 
innuendoes. 

“Read the resolution that 
names names,” O’Brien 
demanded, but Salisbury 
refused. Rev. Kurt Heidmann 
of Wayne amended 
Salisbury’s resolution to

demand that the member 
appear before the personnel 
committee with his specific 
information, including names, 
dates and references as to 
what money was used for what 
purposes. 

A move to table Heidmann’s 
amendment failed, and 
Salisbury’s resolution was 
passed with the resolution 
unanimously. 

The board unanimously 
adopted a resolution opposing 
State Rep. Alex Pilch’s (D-32 
District) bill enabling 
communities belonging to 
hospital authorities with 20 or 
more members to resign. 

Board chairman Donald 
Pizzimenti called the bill 
discriminatory, since, he 
explained, only one of eight 
hospital authorities in 
Michigan - the PCHA - has 
more than 20 members.

Checks totaling about $5.4 
million are being released to 
about 64,000 Michigan 
producers who took part in the 
government’s 1971 Wheat Set- 
Aside Program, Nick Smith, 
chairman of the Michigan 
State Agricultural 
Stabilization and 
Conservation Committee, has 
announced. 

He added that national 
payments of about $231 million 
will be issued to over one 
million participating 
producers. 

These payments are in 
addition to the preliminary 
payments which were made to 
farmers in July. In Michigan 
these payments amounted to 
over $20.7 million and 
nationally, about $646 million. 

The final wheat payment is 
the difference between the 
final face value of the 
domestic certificates-- 
determined to be $1.63 per 
bushel-and the preliminary 
payment. 

The final face value of the 


between 100 per cent of the 
parity price of $2.93 on July 1 
and the national average 
wheat price of $1.30 received 
by farmers for the five-month 
period, July through 


November. 

The final payments are 
computed on the basis of 43 
cents per bushel. Preliminary 
payments of $1.20 per bushel 
made on July 1 were based on 
75 per cent of the $L60 
estimated face value of 
domestic wheat certificates on 
July 1. 

The Agricultural Act of 1970 
provides for preliminary 
payments under the wheat, 
feed grain and cotton 
programs. Only in the wheat 


program is the preliminary 
payment specified as a 
percentage of the final 
payment. 

In the feed grain and cotton 
programs, the preliminary 
payment may be the total 
payment due unless market 
conditions warrant a final 
payment. This payment would 
then be made for cotton after 
Jan. 11, 1972, and for feed 
grains after March 1, 1972.

State consumers group testifies on landlord-tenant disputes 

The Michigan Consumers Professor William denosit rehirnpH __ o:__^ » 


The Michigan Consumers 
Council presented testimony 
at recent legislative hearings 
on rent deposits and proposed 
recommendations to alleviate 
landlord tenant disputes over 
“damage security” deposits. 
The hearings were held in Ann 
Arbor. 


Professor William 
Morrison, council chairman, 
says that the council files 
show landlords systematically 
abusing the so-called security 
deposits they demand from 
tenants, with the tenants 
almost routinely expecting to 
go to war if they are to get the 


deposit returned. 

The executive director of 
the council, Dianne McKaig, 
testified that about two per 
cent of all complaints received 
at the Consumers Council 
involve such problems. 
“Considering the infinite 
number of issues subject to 


consumer disputes,” she 
stated, “the complaints filed 
with an agency such as ours 
represents a ‘tip of the 
iceberg’ sampling of any 
problem area. This two per 
cent suggests that we are 
dealing with a consumer 
problem of appreciable 


magnitude.” 

The major reasons for 
complaints filed at the council 
fall into three categories of 
abuse: 

1) Using a damage deposit 
to cover the expense of 
ordinary wear and tear, such 
as painting, carpet cleaning 


and dusting. 

2) promising to return the 
deposit, or a portion of it, but 
failing to do so. 

3) Using a damage deposit 
to cover the expense of the 
tenant’s alleged insufficient 
notice to vacate.

consumerdiscontent, although 
not presently reflected m the 
council files, is that the 
landlord may use the money 
for a long period of time - 
without returning any interest 
to the tenant. 

In addressing the problem 
at the hearing before the 

Special Michigan House 
Committee Studying 

Mandatory Rental Deposits, 
the council suggested to the 
committee mi it define 
“damage” to include only 
willful damage done by the 
tenant or caused by the gross 
negligence of the tenant, or 
the loss of goods leased with 
the premises. 

This would recognize that 
normal wear and tear results 
in “damages” such as 
scratches on furniture or scuff 
marks on baseboards, which 


is part of the operating costs of 
rental property and should be 
included in the rent. 

The council also suggested 
that all deposits be paid into 
an escrow account; that any 
interest paid on the accounts 
be paid to the tenants; and 
that all deposits due to the 
tenant be returned on the 
expiration of the lease or the 
day the tenant gives up the 
premises. 

The recommendations 
permit withdrawal of deposits 
from the escrow account only 
when the landlord and the 
tenant sign a joini agreement, 
or when a court order is 
issued.

Enlistees can remain 
home during holidays

Twenty-nine teen-aged 
Cadets and 12 adults from 
local Civil Air Patrol units 
devoted the Dec. 3 week-end to 
intensive training at a site 
near Attica. 

Participating CAP 
members came from the 
Evergreen Cadet Squadron 
(Dearborn and Detroit area), 
the Huron Valley Group 4 
(Ypsilanti, Ann Arbor, Howell 
and Livingston), and the 
Detroit Metropolitan Group 
16, under whose sponsorship 
the bivouac was organized. 

This Group includes the 
Wayne-Romulus Cadet 
Squadron, the Detroit 
Metropolitan Emergency 
Services Squadron (an all¬ 
senior radio communications 
unit based in Romulus), and 
the Cherry Hill Cadet 


Squadron which includes the 
Inkster area. 

The Cadets, ranging in age 
from 13 to 19 and including 
both boys and girls, were 
divided into teams of three 
and four each. Each team 
included a Cadet officer or 
high - ranking 
noncommissioned officer, a 
sergeant and one or two 
Cadets. 

Most of the weekend was 
devoted to exercises 
designed to increase the 
Cadets’ leadership abilities 
through teamwork and 
problem-solving. The 
exercises were supervised by 
seniors, adult members of 
Civil Air Patrol 18 years of age 
and older. 

As each team carried out 


the various exercises, they 
were constantly scored on 
time consumed, teamwork 
exhibited, leadership 
displayed and other factors. 
By concentrating on these 
factors, each team competed 
with the others to obtain the 
best overall score for the 
weekend. 

The bivouac began Friday 
evening and continued 
through Sunday afternoon. 
The leadership exercises were 
held both indoors, in the 
permanent cabins and large 
dining hall at the camp site, 
and in the field. 

Although the exercises were 
the main type of training, the 
weekend program provided 
the participating teenagers 
with a variety of activities. 


The Cadets enjoyed the 
leadership exercises partly 
because of the unusual 
situations and problems which 
they had to solve. In one such 
exercise, the team members 
were blindfolded and then had 
to assemble a small puzzle by 
touch alone. 

The team commander, who 
was not blindfolded, could 
give verbal instructions to the 
rest of the team, but could not 
touch the puzzle himself. 

In another problem, the 
team had to invent a number 
of practical uses for a ping- 
pong ball. In a third, team 
members walked a relay race 
in which they passed a large 
cardboard tube from one 
Cadet to the next. The tube 
was open at both ends, and 
had a golf ball inside. If the 



ball fell out, the Cadets had to 
start over again. At other 
times Cadet Teams had to find 
their way through an obstacle 
course blindfolded, build a 
working machine from pieces 
of junk, plot an air attack on a 
mythological enemy and do 
many other unusual, 
imaginative tasks. 

This uncommon approach to 
leadership training was 
planned by Maj. Alan R. 
Creighton, of Ypsilanti, who 
commanded the bivouac. In 
1969, Maj. Creighton served on 
the staff of the National CAP 
Cadet Leadership School in 
Reno, Nev., where he had the 
opportunity to participate in 
similar training exercises. 

The Nevada exercises, 
however, depended on a great 
deal of specialized equipment 
and took more time than is 
available at a locally operated 
bivouac. 

Later, while gathering data 
for a research report on 
creativity, he was impressed 
by the similarity between 
many of the exercises used to 
develop creativity and those 
used in Reno; and, by the 
many leadership qualities 
related to creativity. 

Maj. Creighton has a decade 
of experience in the field of 
education, and two of his five 


college degrees are in this 
field. Drawing on this 
knowledge and experience, he 
was able to design a series of 
problems which involved 
ordinary materials and which 
small teams of CAP Cadets 
could carry out in a brief 
amount of time. The bivouac 
just completed was the 
culmination of this planning. 

All Cadets who participated 
received a graduation 
certificate during the final 
parade Sunday afternoon. In 
addition, an engraved trophy 
was awarded to the three 
members of the Cadet team 
who obtained the best overall 
score during the bivouac. 

Receiving the trophies were 
Cadet M.-Sgt. William L. 
Heinrich, 17, of 482 Bryar, 
Westland (team 
commander); Cadet Airman 
Mark Michaels, 14, of 17191 
Martinsville, Belleville (team 
depty commander); and 
Cadet recruit Jeanette 
Flowers, 14, of 37262 Menton, 
Romulus. 

Three additional trophies 
were presented to the three 
Cadets in given categories 
who were selected by their 
fellow Cadets as the most 
outstanding at the bivouac. 

Selected as the most 


outstanding Cadet 
Commissioned Officer was 
Cadet Second Lt. Ronald C. 
Kennedy, 17, of 32312 
Fairchild, Westland, Cadet M-

“Toy construction is of 
prime importance,” he 
advised. “Kids are rough on 
toys and frequently misuse 
them, so they must be 
durable.” Plastics that 
shatter, metal that bends 
easily or has sharp edges and 
wood that splinters or has 
unsanded edges should be 
avoided. The toy should be 
made so that parts cannot be 
broken off and swallowed or 
left with sharp exposed edges. 

Although there are 
thousands of electrical toys 
now on the market, those with 
batteries are recommended 
for younger children. 
Batteries should be checked 
frequently for corrosion 
leakage. 

If a plug-in type toy using 
household current is 
purchased, be sure it carries 
the UL (Underwriters 
Laboratories) test label. An 
electric train or race set 
should have a circuit breaker 
on the transformer. If not 
handled carefully, play 
stoves, irons, metal moulding 
and wood burning sets can 
inflict serious burns. 

“All electrical toys should 
be frequently inspected and 
kept in good repair,” he said. 
“Worn parts or faulty 
insulation could cause a 
severe accident, not only to 
the child but possibly to the 
entire household.” 

Dolls and stuffed animals 
can be potentially dangerous, 
he said. Children have been 
known to eat the stuffing or 
have swallowed button eyes 
which have been glued or 
stapled to the figure. The Red 
Cross recommends that 


calls between the two coun¬ 
tries. 

“If you have holiday 
greetings to exchange by 
phone with a relative or friend 
in Vietnam, arrange to have 
him place the call from 
there,” local Bell manager 
Eugene L. greek suggested.

More veterans participate 
in protective service jobs 



Families and friends of 
Americans stationed in other 
southeast Asian countries 
were also advised to make 
arrangements for servicemen 
there to originate the holiday 
phone calls, since they too 
often are difficult to locate. 

Rates on telephone calls at 
all hours between the U.S. and 
Vietnam are $9 for a three- 
minute station-to-station call 
and $12 for a three-minute 
person-to-person call. Ser¬ 
vicemen can call collect so 
that the messages can be paid 
for at home. 

Vietnam is 13 hours ahead of 
Eastern Standard Time. 


Veterans Administration 
records reveal a 46 per cent 
increase in the last fiscal year 
in veterans training under the 
G.I. Bill for policemen, 
firemen or related “protective 
services” occupations. 

VA officials report 38,000 
veterans took such training 
last fiscal year, compared to 
26,000 a year earlier. 

Of the *38,000 veterans who 
pursued protective services 
training in the last fiscal year. 


officials noted, 17,500 took 
policemen-firemen on-the-job 
training (OJT). Another 8,500 
enrolled in college level police 
science, criminology or fire 
protection courses, and 10,000 
others trained below college 
level. 

Also included in the 38,000 
protective service trainees 
were nearly 2,000 veterans 
who sought skills in other than 
policemen-firemen fields, 
such as game warden or 
bailiff.
